LONDON, (AP) — A giant su­ 
pertanker steamed toward Afri­ 
ca today deliberately creating 
the 
conditions

wrecked three of the world’s 
biggest ships. 
The 
200,000-tons 
dcudwight 
Metula, sister ship of the lost 
Shell tanker Murpessa, has be­ 
come a floating laboratory to 
find the causes of the three 
mysterious explosions. 
Engineers believe the explo­ 
sions may have been caused by 
static electricity building 
up 
while 
the 
three 
ships 
were 
Clearing their tanks in tropical 
waters. The Marpessa sank off 
Dakar. 
Another 
Shell-owned 
vessel, the Mactra, and the Nor­ 
wegian ship, Kong Haakon VII 
were badly damaged. 
Metula will go through the 
tank clearing operation but with 
one difference. Her tanks al­ 
ready are clean, so there is no • 
danger of dangerous concentra­ 
tions of explosive building up 
from old oil deposits.

conference in London. Technical 
experts from the Intergovern­ 
mental Maritime Consultative 
Organization will take the dis­ 
cussions a stage further next 
week.

Although gold is non- 
tarnishing it is a soft metal 
and should l>e stored carefully 
to av oid deep scratches. 
S i m i l a r l y 
silv er

non-precious metal coated with 
a lay er of pure silv er by the 
electroplating process. The base 
metal may be copper, brass or 
nickel silv er. Again the care 
required is basically hot 
suds 
and rinses and careful dry ing. 
Polish as necessary and store 
just like sterling in order to 
prev ent cx cesiv e tarnishing. 
Both gold and silv er plate will 
wear 
away 
w i t h use. 
A 
discoloration known as bronze 
tarnish, may appear on plated 
pieces where the gold or silv er 
has worn away . This is an in­ 
dication that replating by a 
jeweler is necessary . 
Stainless steel v aries widely 
in price and appearance. This 
in turn depends u|>on the alloy 
used, how the piece 
is 
made, 
and 
the 
finishing. 
The 
per­ 
centage of chromium and nickel 
with the steel determine color 
and rust-resistance. High nickel 
content in the alloy giv es a 
whiter color and will look new 
longer. A bluish tone means 
more chromium is used. Pieces 
stamped 
from 
a 
sheet 
of 
uniformly thick metal will be 
less ex pensiv e than those that 
are graded in thickness. 
Fine finishing and poliuhing 
is also a sign of good quality . 
In 
well-finished 
pieces 
the 
pattern is clear and all parts 
,ure 
smooth. 
Being 
a 
hard 
metal it is difficult to create 
intricate patterns without costly 
hand-finishing. But stainless is 
av ailable in designs that range 
from copies of traditional silv er 
to the most modern. 
T h o u g h 
better 
able 
to 
withstand rough treatment than 
its more prev ious metal cousins, 
ev en stainless will discolor from 
prolonged contact with certain 
foods, and will then need 
a 
treatment 
of 
metal 
polish.

As one 4-H’er said, “ You don’t 
hav e to be told that y ou hav e 
clov er power. When y ou’v e got 
it, y ou know it.” 
Oh, sure . . . y ou may hav e 
seen the clov er power pin, but 
that’s not clov er power; that’s 
just a sy mbol. And just wearing 
it doesn’t mean a thing . . . 
unless y ou feel it. 
There’s no recipe for clov er 
power .. . no magic formula. 
It’ that special feeling a group 
of kids in 4-H hav e that say s, 
‘ ‘ t o g e t h e r 
we 
can 
do 
something.” 
Clov er power 
is 
what happens when y ou don’t 
quit . . . y ou keep try ing. It’s 
improv ing y ourself. It’s being 
satisfied only with y our best. 
Clov er power isn’t carry ing 
home the grand championship 
or a blue ribbon . . . it’s what 
y ou learned getting there. 
Clov er power is telling it like 
it Is: but more than that, 
it’s 
the v ision of what we can make 
it. It’s the genuine article . . . 
it’s honest . . . and it’s knowing 
y ourself and being y ourself. 
Some 4-H’ers like to think of 
clov er power as sharing. One 
y oung person put it this way , 
“ Clov er power is me leav ing 
a part of mv sclf with others, 
and me taking part of 
others 
with me.” 
Clov er power is getting in­ 
v olv ed — really inv olv ed in 
4 H. 
It’s knowing what’s happening. 
What is it? It’s the spirit of 
4-H . . . the enthusiasm of 4-H 
members. It’s something that 
really grabs y ou when y ou re 
doing y our best . . . and y ou 
do it ev en better. 
Some people say 4-H shouldn’t 
change . . . that too many rev / 
things will somehow harm what 
is good about 4-H. But when 
y ou really stop and think about 
it, clov er power’s been there all 
! the time. We just nev er called 
it that before. 
( lov er power — a growing 
thing. Why not giv e it a chance 
in y our life. Join the clov er

phasis on corn and soy beans in 
Pickaway County , is lime still 
as important as it once was? 
This question is being asked by 
m a n y 
progressiv e 
farmers 
today . 
The basic functions of lime 
are much the same as they 
hav e alway s been in the soil, 
although 
these 
may 
v ary 
somewhat from crop to crop. 
Lime is our most important 
s o u r c e 
of 
calcium 
and 
magresium 
for 
crop 
growth. 
Corn docs not remov e as much 
of these elements as alfalfa, but 
it still requires adequate lev els 
for profitable production. 
Lime has been and continues 
to be the material most often 
used to correct soil acidity . The 
desirable pH for corn is 6.5 and 
most other crops fall in about 
the same range. 
Its 
use 
increases 
bacterial 
activ ity , thus helping maintain 
activ e organic matter m the 
soil. 
Nitrogen-fix ing 
bacteria 
like those found in the roots 
of soy beans and alfalfa are also 
dependent upon a desirable pH 
lev el and adequate calcium. 
Lime reduces the solubility 
and tox icity of certain elements 
like aluminum, manganese and 
iron which can reduce plant 
growth under acid conditions. 
One of lim e’s biggest con­ 
tributions 
is 
that of 
making 
other nutrients more av ailable. 
At the p H range from 6 .5 to 
7.0, most essential elements are 
most 
av ailable. 
As 
pH 
goes 
abov e or below this lev el, a 
number 
of 
elements 
become 
less av ailable to plants. 
With increasing amounts of 
nitrogen being used on corn, 
lime becomes ev en more im­ 
portant. 
Recent research has 
shown 
that 200 nitrogen 
per 
acre uses about 1,000 pounds of 
lime 
to 
neutralize 
the 
acids 
formed. If the nitrogen form is 
sulfate of ammonia, then the 
amount 
of 
lime 
needed 
is 
doubled. 
The slogan “ Don’t put it oif 
— Put it on” is still important 
with lime.

Proper pruning is required to 
train the trees into a desirable 
form for spray ing, thinning, and 
harv esting. 
It is necessary to dev elop a 
strong 
framework, 
thus 
in­ 
creasing longev ity of the tree 
and reducing the loss by wood 
breakage. Improv ement of fruit 
quality 
depends, in part, on 
proper pruning. 
The 
kind 
and 
amount 
of 
pruning is largely determined 
by the ty pe, age, and v ariety 
of 
fruit 
tree. 
The 
ex isting 
framework, condition of bark 
and wood, and the growth and 
fruiting habits must also be 
considered. 
Pruning 
procedures 
v ary 
according to whether the tree 
is of bearing age or is non 
bearing. 
Heav y 
pruning 
of 
y oung trees delay s bearing. On 
the 
other 
hand, 
there 
is 
a 
tendency to neglect the fruit 
tree during the first three or 
four y ears. 
• • * 


SUCH 
a 
procedure 
often 
results in the dev elopment of 
narrtiw-angled, 
weak 
crotches 
between 
the 
main 
scaffold 
branches and the tree trunk. 
Trees must be carfully trained 
during the first two y ears after 
p l a n t i n g . Thereafter, light, 
correctiv e pruning is desirable, 
as it hastens bearing and at 
the same time helps to dev elop 
a strong branch framework. 
Insuffic’ent pruning of bearing 
trees may result in small fruit 
or 
poor red 
ov er-color, 
low 
sugar 
content, 
and 
mediocre 
flav or. Fruits from trees that 
hav e been ov er-pruned may also 
be of poor color, but they will 
be large. Such fruits usually are 
rather soft and keep poorly in 
storage. 
Most orchardists prune during 
the dormant season. At that 
time other orchard operations 
are 
less 
pressing, 
and 
un­ 
desirable branches can be more 
readily selected. Dormant trees 
are not “ barked” easily by men 
climbing in the branches, and 
during the dormant season bark 
seldom pulls away from pruning 
wounds. 
Wounds usually heal best if 
the pruning is done during the 
dormant 
season 
just 
before 
activ e 
growth 
begins itl 
the 
spring. 
Flower 
buds 
can 
be 
easily detected at this time. 
They 
may 
determine 
the 
number and location of the cuts 
to be made. This is especially 
true in pruning peach trees. 
The 
need for 
completing 
pruning and remov ing the brush 
before 
spray ing 
begins 
is 
another 
reason 
for 
dormant 
pruning. Low temperature in­ 
jury is the major risk with fall 
or early winter pruning in Ohio. 
Trees that hav e been pruned 
before sev ere weather are often 
seriously 
injured by 
sub-zero 
temperatures 
that 
follow’. 
Pruning 
in 
Nov ember 
and 
December is far more hazar­ 
dous 
than 
pruning 
in 
late 
February , 
March, 
or 
early 
April. 
Summer 
pruning 
is 
not 
generally recommended since it 
causes more dwarfing of the 
tree than does dormant pruning, 
if a dwarfing effect is desired, 
then summer pruning may be 
practiced. Water sprouts may 
be remov ed in June and July 
either by hand or shears. These

Knives,

early beginnings when fashioned 
from stones, twigs and shells. 
Today’s’ eating utensils fall into 
lour categories: sterling silver, 
gold plate, 
silver plate 
a n d 
stainless steel. 
Each has its 
special characteristics but all 
are kept in tiptop condition by 
prom pt washing either by hand 
or machine. 
The metal of winch tableware 
is made need not be considered 
in the light of “ company best” 
versus 
“ everyday.” 
Sterling 
growls more beautiful with use 
and some stainless is handsome 
enough to use with any table 
setting. In each category there 
is a range of prices determined 
by quality of metal, weight and 
b a l a n t - e, craftm anship and 
intricacy of pattern. 
T h r o u g h 
the 
centuries 
sterling 
silver 
has 
been 
so 
closely 
associated 
with 
fine 
quality that it has given rise 
to colloquialisms, such as, 
a 
person of “ sterling character.’’ 
Sterling stumped on the back 
of a piece means that it is made 
of 929 ports silver to 75 parts 
of an alloy. Since by law all 
silver is equally pure in silver 
content 
the 
differences 
in 
sterling 
flatware 
are 
in the 
sharpness and clarity of pattern 
and 
the 
size 
weight 
and 
balance of each piece. Personal 
preference is a m ajor criteria 
in selection. 
After 
purchase, 
proper 
care 
and 
washing 
techniques, though simple, are 
im portant for maintaining eye 
appeal. 
Besides its intrinsic value as 
a 
precious 
m etal 
sterling 
doesn’t wear out. 
And it is 
appropriate for any occasion — 
from casual family dining to 
formal 
entertaining.

possessions, 
frequent, 
even daily use, makes silver 
more 
lovely. 
It 
acquires 
a 
patina, the soft, lustrous finish 
created by the blending of many 
fine lines. 
Happily care is simple — 
either machine dishwashing or 
hot suds and rinses with an 
occasional 
polishing. 
When 
washed by hand be sure to dry 
thoroughly. 
All 
m etals 
in­ 
cluding stainless steel, spot if 
left to drain dry. lf necessary 
use a soft well-lathered brush 
to clean ornate silver. 
Avoid 
using 
a 
stiff-bristled 
brush. 
Polish 
so 
applied 
tends 
to 
rem ove 
dark 
shadow 
in­ 
tentionally placed there by the 
silversmith to accent the design. 
Rather for an occasional shine- 
up use a liquid or cream polish 
made specifically for silver and 
follow directions. With a soft 
cloth or sponge, rub lengthwise, 
never in a circular motion. 
Sulphur in foods and air cause 
tarnish. So keep from prolonged 
contact with 
salt, 
eggs 
or 
anything rubber. 
Store in 
a 
silver chest or draw er lined 
with tarnish-preventing cloth or 
in roll-up cases made of this 
m aterial. 
And 
to 
achieve 
a 
uniform 
patina 
rotate 
the 
pieces used daily. 
Gold 
flatware 
is becoming 
more and more popular. Gold 
flatware 
is 
achieved 
by 
a 
process called electroplating. A 
layer 
of 
gold 
is 
deposited 
electrolytically on a base metal. 
Unlike sterling which is silver 
through

through 
the 
amount of gold deposited on a 
piece ranges from about 12K 
to 23K. The higher the carats 
the better the quality. In ad­ 
dition, design and craftm anship 
are im portant when choosing 
g o l d 
electroplate 
service. 
Vermeil is gold-plated sterling 
silver. Although gold is non­ 
tarnishing it is a soft m etal 
and should be stored carefully 
to avoid deep scratches. 
S i m i l a r l y 
silver 
pluto 
describes an article made of 
non-precious m etal coated with 
a layer of pure silver by the 
electroplating process. The base 
metal may be copper, brass or 
nickel silver. Again the care 
required is basically hot 
suds 
and rinses and careful drying. 
Polish as necessary and store

discoloration known as bronze 
tarnish, may appear on plated 
pieces where the gold or silver 
has worn away. This is an in­ 
dication that replating by a 
jeweler is necessary. 
Stainless steel varies widely 
in price and appearance. This 
in turn depends upon the alloy 
used, how the piece is 
made, 
and 
the 
finishing. 
The 
per­ 
centage of chromium and nickel 
with the steel determ ine color 
and rust-resistance. High nickel 
content in the alloy gives a 
whiter color and will look new 
longer. A bluish tone means 
more chromium is used. Pieces

uniformly thick m etal will be 
less expensive thun those that 
arc graded in thickness. 
Fine finishing and polishing 
is also a sign of good quality.

Oh, sure . . . you may have 
seen the clover power pin, hut 
that’s not clover power; that’s 
just a symbol. And just wearing 
it doesn’t mean a thing . 
unless you feel it. 
There’s no recipe for clover 
power .. . no magic formula. 
It* that special feeling a group 
of kids in 4-H have that says, 
‘ ‘ t o g e t h e r 
we 
can 
do 
something.” Clover power is 
what happens when you don’t 
quit . . . you keep trying. It’s 
improving yourself. It’s being 
satisfied only with your best. 
Clover power isn’t carrying 
home the grand championship 
or a blue ribbon . . . it’s what 
you learned getting there. 
Clover power is telling it like 
it is: but more than that, it’s 
the vision of what we can make 
it. It’s the genuine article . 
it’s honest. . . and ifs knowing 
yourself and being yourself. 
Some 4-H’ers like to think oil 
clover power as sharing. One 
young person put it this way, 
‘‘Clover power is me leaving 
a part of myself with others 
and me taking part of others 
with me.” 
Clover power is getting in 
volved — really involved in 4 H 
It’s knowing what’s happening. 
What is it? It’s the spirit of 
4-H . . . the enthusiasm of 4-H 
members. It’s something that 
really grabs you when you re 
doing your best . . . and you 
do it even better. 
Some people say 4-H shouldn 
change . . . that too many rev; 
things will somehow harm what 
is good about 4-H. But when 
you really stop and think about 
it, clover power’s been there all 
the time. We just never called 
it that before. 
Clover power — a growing 
thing. Why not give it a chance 
in your life. Join the clover 
power movement by becoming 
a 4-H club member this year.

With more and more em­ 
phasis on corn and soybeans in 
Pickaway County, is lime still 
as important as it once was? 
This question is being asked by 
m a n y 
progressive 
farmers 
today. 
The basic functions of lime 
are much the same as they 
have always been in the soil, 
although 
these 
may 
vary 
somewhat from crop to crop. 
Lime is our most important 
s o u r c e 
of 
calcium 
and 
magresium for crop growth. 
Com does not remove aa much 
of these elements as alfalfa, but 
it still requires adequate levels 
for profitable production. 
Lime has been and continues 
to be the material moat often 
used to correct soil acidity. The 
desirable pH for corn is 6.5 and 
most other crops fall in about 
the same range. 
Its use increases bacterial 
activity, thus helping maintain 
active organic matter m the 
soil. 
Nitrogen-fixing 
bacteria 
like those found in the roots 
of soybeans and alfalfa are also 
dependent upon a desirable pH 
level and adequate calcium. 
Lime reduces the solubility 
and toxicity of certain elements 
like aluminum, manganese and 
iron which can reduce plant 
growth under acid conditions. 
One of lime’s biggest con­ 
tributions is that of making 
other nutrients more available. 
At the pH range from 6.5 to 
7.0, most essential elements are 
most available. As pH goes 
above or below this level, a 
number of elements become 
less available to plants. 
With increasing amounts oi 
nitrogen being used on com 
lime becomes even more im 
portent. Recent research has 
shown that 200 nitrogen per 
acre uses about 1,000 pounds of 
lime to neutralize the acids 
formed. If the nitrogen form is 
sulfate of ammonia, then the 
amount 
of 
lime 
needed is 
doubled. 
The slogan ‘‘Don’t put it off 
— Put it on” is still importune 
with lime.

Say Women Confused By Pill' Information

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate’s leading 
advocate of 
tighter drug controls says wom­ 
en should be told more about 
the hazards of birth control pills 
but he doubts they are compe­ 
tent enough to sort through the 
detailed information now avail­ 
able. 
“There is a question about 


how much technical information 
should be given a patient and 
how competent women are 
to 
receive it,” said Democrat Gay­ 
lord Nelson of Wisconsin. 
Nelson commented in an in­ 
terview after two days of hear­ 
ings by his monopoly subcom­ 
mittee, marking Congress’ first 
plunge into the pill controversy. 
During the two sessions, first 
of a series that resumes next 


week, eight birth

of studies linking the

cancer of the breast, cervix and 
uterus. 
None, however, produced any 
new or hard evidence that the 
pill actually caused cancer. Sev­

With Bad Checks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - After 
a fast ride as the government’s 
chief and most visible desegre­ 
gation agent in the South, the 
Office for Civil Rights is aiming 
for a new and more diversified 
role in the fight against discrim­ 
ination in schools. 
In recent years the agency, a 
part 
of 
the 
Department 
of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
played a key role in desegrega­ 
tion by knocking schools in the 
pocketbooks for civil rights in­ 
fractions. 
Now that the federal courts 
have assumed the major re­ 
sponsibility for ending southern 
school segregation, officials in 
the civil rights office hope to 
take over as monitors of the 
courts’ orders. 
They 
also 
want 
to 
move 
against more subtle practices 
such 
as the firing of black 
teachers, the closing of Negro 
schools, the use of intelligence 
testing for pupil placement and 
the explosive growth of all-white 
private academies. 
In addition, the HEW civil 
rights watchdogs talk of intensi­ 
fied excursions into the North 
and West against racial dis­ 
crimination in colleges, de facto 
school segregation in big cities j 
and unequal school treatment 
for Mexican-Americans. 
“These are all questions that 
were overlooked in the rush to 
get kids out of all-black schools 
in the South,” said one civil 
rights 
office 
official. 
“We’re 
going to go after them now.” 
IIEW’s civil rights fortunes 
began changing in mid-1969. 
First the Nixon administra­ 
tion decreed government court 
litigation rather than termina­ 
tion of HEW aid was the more 
humane, if perhaps slower, way 


of ending southern school segre­ 
gation. 
Then a federal circuit court 
crimped 
HEW’s 
termination 
procedures with the result that 
no districts have lost any feder­ 
al aid since last July. 
Finally, 
the Supreme Court 
handed down its integrate “ at 
once” order causing a flurry of 
new litigation in the South. 
Moreover. 
HEW 
is 
running 
out of places to wring desegre­ 
gation plans with the threat of 
aid termination. Less than 300 j 
of approximately 4,500 southern 
districts are still fair game. The 
remainder either have submit­ 
ted acceptable plans or have 
been lost from jurisdiction by 
coming under court order. 
As a result, the HEW civil 
rights com pliance lawyer is no 
longer the chief villain to south­ 
erners. That role is now a s­ 
signed to federal judges and the 
HEW education specialists who 
fashion the controversial court 
orders 
for 
speedy 
desegrega­ 
tion. 
The way HEW's civil rights 


chief Leon E, Panetta sees it, 
his office will become a quasi­ 
arm of the federal courts to in­ 
sure that desegregation injunc­ 
tions are obeyed. 
His staff will also begin back­ 
tracking to see that present and 
past HEW integration plans are 
being carried out fully, Panetta 
said.

MAYWOOD, III. (AP) — A

says 
there apparently is little hope 
that the animal world wiLl pro­ 
vide hearts which can be trans­ 
planted successfully into man. 
The reason: The red corpus­ 
cles in man’s blood are too big 
to pass through Hie capillaries 
—the tiny, hair-like blood ves- 
sels—of 
the 
transplanted 
or­ 
gans. 
The team experimented with 
calves, sheep, goats, pigs and 
dogs 
at 
Loyola 
University 
Stretch School of Medicine. The 
findings were published in a re­ 
cent edition of the Journal of 
Thoracic 
and 
Cardiovascular I 
Surgery. 
Only the ape, which has red 
corpuscles about the same size 
as man’s, offers any apparent 
hope as a source of hearts for 
transplantation into man, Dr. 
Roque Pifarre, one of the re­ 
searchers, said in an interview 
Thursday. 
And the problem of rejection 
must be solved before this can 
come about. 
Potentially, there 
are more 
persons who could benefit from 
a heart transplant than there 
are human hearts available. So 
animal sources, were they feasi­ 
ble, would be a boon. 
Dr. Pifarre said the research­ 
ers had thought before the work 
began that calves would be a 
good source for hearts because 
of the ready availability and the 
variety of heart sizes available. 
The experiments at Loyola, he 
said, showed that calf hearts 
cannot be used in man. 
There have been three record­ 
ed attempts to transplant ani­ 
mal hearts into man, and all 


failed. The hearts of a pig, • 
sheep and a chimpanzee were 
used. That o'1 the ape functioned 
several hours before it was re­ 
jected. The others did not func­ 
tion at all.

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Curt Flood Files Suit Over 
Baseball's Reserve Clause

NEW YORK (AP) - Curt 
Flood has dropped the 
other 
shoe. 
The veteran outfielder formal­ 
ly filed hie suit Friday, chal­ 
lenging 
baseball’s 
reserve 
clause—-an area that the game’s 
brass consider vital to the sport. 
The civil suit filed in Federal 
Court charged that baseball is a 
monopoly which places players 
in a state of peonage and invol­ 
untary servitude. A hearing is 
scheduled for Tuesday. 
Specifically, Flood is protest­ 
ing his trade from St. Louis to 
Philadelphia. In a letter to base­ 
ball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn, 
Flo'xl set the stage for his legal 
action by asking that he be de­ 
clared a free agent and that the 
24 major league teams be al­ 
lowed to bid for his services. 
Kuhn refused, pointing out in 
a letter to Flood that his assign 
ment to the Phillies was within 
Urn terms of the standard play 
cr’s contract. 
That contract is based on an 
agreement between the owners 
and 
the 
Players 
Association 
which expired Dec. 31. Negotia­ 
tions for a new agreement have 
been underway for some time 
and one of the areas tile players 
arc interested in adjusting is tile 
reserve clause which binds a 
player to his team for life unless 
the team trades, sells or re­ 
leases the athlete. 


It is that clause that Flood is 
challenging. 
Flood’s 
suit contends that 
baseball is a monopoly operat­ 
ing in restraint of trade. “The 
baseball 
establishment 
main­ 
tains a lifetime grip on any 
player who 
wishes 
to play 
professional 
baseball 
in 
the 
United States,” he adds. 
The reserve clause has been 
tested twice before the courts 
and has been upheld on b'vth oc­ 
casions. In 1922, the Supreme 
Court in an 8-0 ruling, found 
that baseball was not an inter­ 
state business and therefore not 
subject to anti-trust laws. That 
finding was upheld in 1952 when 
the high court refused by a 7-2 
vote to overturn the earlier rul­ 
ing.

Fbod in his suit were Commis­ 
sioner Kuhn, Joe Cronin, presi­ 
dent of the American League 
and Chub Feeney, president of 
the National League, as well as 
the 24 club owners.
